The Danville titreet Committee, in its 
endeavors to And a croaaing that would 
li°t, concluded to try concrete, or "art 
stone," a composition similar to that 
which lias been nsed in aome of the aide- 
walka of tbe city. 

Five of these cKKaings have hwn put 
in and are now drying out rea<ly for use. 
Ever since their construction began they 
have excited eonaiderable disenesion 
among the people generally, especially 
among those impressed with tbe l elief 
that nothing ooold be made harder than 
limestone. A great many people hold 
this belief, even in the face ot the fact 
that brick walks oatlast stone ones. 

Many persona predicted that the con- 
crete crossings wouldn't last, and tbe ma- 
jority of them jumped to the conclusion 
that they were much more expensive 
than the rock (Srossings. Thia idea is in- 
correct. The old rock crossing running 
from Kionaird«iic Mcliood win's to tbe op- 
posite aide of Main atreet was laid at an 
expense of $132. The concrete crossing 
substituted for it cost $55, a difiference of 
$77 in favor of the concrete. The con- 
crete, too, is four feet wide, smooth, and 
an ornament to the street. Tbe rock 
crossings, when well set, lasted from five 
to seven years, but woidd get in |)retty 
bad re|)air after five years. If not prop- 
erly put in, tlu'v were very cxpi'ii-i\ c 

Now as to tbe durability of tbe con- 
crete. Mr. Welsh, one of the oldest 
memliors of the City Council, who has had 
much experience with street improve- 
ments, heard last spring that concrete 
crossings had been tried in P.iris with 
splendid satisfaction, and he stopped off 
there for four hours to peraonally investi- 
gate the matter. 

Mr. Will Yerkes was then Mayor of 
Paris and he took considerable pains to 
inform Mr. Welsh. He said tbe concrete 
crossings then in use in Paris had been 
down for seven years, and they then 
showed no signs of wear. Thia being tbe 
case, there is good reason to believe that 
the I'oncrete not only costs fully one-half 
—in some caseu two-thirds, less than the 
rock, but will last two or three times as 
long. 

Tbe concrete has been tried in many 
cities in other States, and wherever prop- 
erly pat down baa given satisfaction.

Willtam J. Schickner was bom at Wurtnmberg, 
Germany, April is, IsaO; died July ll, 1898, aged 
slxtrelght yean, two months, twenty-seven 
days. Be waa united in marriage In 18S1 to MUs 
Mary Skinner, a Fleming County lady, who snr 
vives hlu. To tbto union were born eleven chll 
dren, and, a notable thing, all are living. 

The deceased emigrated to this country at 
the age of fourteen years and liad ever suu e l>een 
an honorable resident of great respectability of 
Brown County, Ohio. The eircuinstances attend 
ing his death were sad Indeed. He had gone out 
to plow in the field and In- fni thf ill companion, 
seeing the hor^.-s with plow atliichcd standing at 
a distance from where lie whs plowini;, sent ttic 
Braiiddaut;hter wliom he iiad raised from an in- 
fant to learn tlie condition of affairs. And there 
In tbe furrow laid grandpa dead. What a sym- 
pathetic scene when mother, daughters and 
grandchildren watliered around the lifeless form. 
The IliouKht of Mrs. Browning's poem, "Not a 
tear over him must fall; liegiveth his beloved 
Sleep : ' but it w as father, dear father ; could 
they help but slied a tear'? He had been in a.s 
good health as usual on tbe fatal morning, here- 
tofore at times showing symptoms of heart 
trouble, but no alarming onee.

To see colored hired bands among 
the higher class at his funeral was to know he 
made no difference between rii ti and jioor. Ex- 
Mayor Hill, of Aberdeen, a bosom friend of the 
deceased, conducted tlie funeral services at the 
country residence Wednesday at 10 o'cloc k a. m., 
reading a funeral dlsi ()\irse and making a touch- 
ing prayer, after wliieh the I. <). (l. F.'s took 
i harge of tlie b<jdy of the once kind father and 
laid it to rest in the silent tomb to wait the call 
that shall bring it forth, immortalized and fash- 
loutd after the Injage of His own glorious body.
